UTILITIES BOARD 
‘EXPECTED TOFIX 
NEW FARE TODAY 


61, Cent Rate Appears 
Near as Meeting 
Adjourns. 


The public utilities commission, when 
it adjourned last night after 11 o'clock, 
was near an agreement on a reduc- 
tion of the surface lines’ fare. It was 
expected a decision would be handed 
down this: afternoon. 

‘The commissioners are understood 


to be seeking justification for a straight. 


6 cent tariff. If it is not found, 7 
cents will probably remain ih force 
as a cash fare, with a reduction to 
6% cents when more than three tickets 
are purchased. 

The board is said, however, to favor 
giving to the public the greatest pos- 
sible concession, in view of the fact 
that the present fare is ad:xittedly 
too high. 


6 Cents Forecasts Shortage. 


On the other hand, the weight of 


the computations’ placed before the 
commissioners by its own experts show 
that a 6 cent fare will fail by $1,500,000 
to $2,000,000 to produce the nécessary 
revenue unless the volume of travel 
incréases far beyond what is probable. 


The commission may decide to make | 


the reduction, nevertheless, and let 
the public decide by its attitude 
whether the 7 cent fare shall be rein- 
stalled. In fixing the present tariff, 
last August the commission underesti- 
mated the number of passengers the 
lines would carry. Some members of 
the commission are said to favor per- 
mitting the publie to have the benefit 
of the similar uncertainty that exists 
at this time. 

Decision te Be Temporary. | 

In any event, the fare will be tem- 
porary. Another will be fixed as the 
result of the complete revaluation of 
the companies’ property which now is 
in progress. 

Three meetings were held by the 
commission yesterday—-morning, after- 
noon, and night—following a méeting 
on Sunday at which the fare reduc- 
tion also was discussed. James H. Wil- 
kerson, the new chairman, presided. 

“The commission has no announce- 
ment to make,” he said, when the con- 
ference disbanded. He added that the 
delay in deciding the case was due to 
the vast amount of detail that had to 
be considered. 

Report on “L.” Earnings. 

A statement of the elevated railroads 
earnings for October were submitted to 
the commission yesterday by President 
Budd. 

The total was $1,344,939, compared to 
$795,314 for October, 1918, when the in- 
fluenza epidemic materially reduced 
travel, and to $901,894 for October, 
1917, @ normal year.

Mr. Churchill is half American, 
and perhaps that has semething te de not only 
with his fortune but with our interest in it 4 
Our firet knowledge of his enterprising person- 
ality was of course during the Boer war, when he 
got himself captured—we suspected—for the ex- 
press purpose of achieving a daring escape. If Mr. 
Churchill has his defects they 4o not include want 
of courage, either moral or physical. Mo man in 
British politics is readier to take a chance, to dare 
perilously, for himself or his country. His subse- 
quent career in politics we attended from time to 
time, wondering mildly how far he would go, and 
When the great war began Churchill had been 
first leré of the admiraity for three years. Lord 
Fisher had reorganized and concentrated the fleet

The 

disease sweeps across the world after @ 

fashion so dramatic that its history is 

fairly well established. The history of 


{the disease indicates that there will be 


repeated waves during the present epl- 
demic. In all probability these waves 
will affect many parts of the United 
States. However, the prediction is made 
‘that the disease will not be as deyastat- 
ing as it was in 1918, 


Most of the susceptible people had it 
last year. The proportion of the popula- 
tion having the disease was almost as 
large as the proportion which has suf- 
fered from it in previous epidemics. The 
number dying from it last year, about 
423,000, was as great as the total number 
dying from it in the several years of 
the last epidemic. Therefore, the predic- 
tion of milder waves this. winter. 

The methods used to cembat the dis- 
ease last year are re nded for this 
year. The cases should he reported, per- 
sons sick with the disease should go te 
bed and stay away from other people.

HE snumber of Thanksgiving 
celebrators who dine on turkey 


High turkeys were quoted along 


the wholesale rialto yesterday at from 
45 to 47 cerits. This, it was said, will 
bring the birds to more than 50 cents 
@ pound on retail markets. It was ex- 
plained that the poorer grades are sell- 
ing at from 40 to 45 cents wholesale, 
with the average retail price being 45 
cents. 
There is one consolation—cranber- 
ries. This variety of the “ fixin’” was 
quoted at 11 cents a pound, although 
last week they mounted as high as 15. 
The American Cranberry company 
stated that the decrease was due to the 
fact that the market is swamped. But 
—sugar is needed for cranberry sauce. 
Chickens were offered at 30 cents a 
pound, ducks at 42, and geese at 30. 
They are said to be 5 cents under last 
year. 
Prices for other necessities follow:

Editor’s Note—There is little doubt that 
the sentiment against automatic and re- 


ation prohibiting their use would not sur- 
prise us much. If such a reguiation would 
be passed it probably would be patterned 
after the New Jersey law. which pro- 
hibits the use of any “shotgun or rifle 
holding more than two cartridges or that 
may be fired more than twice without re- 
loading.” For automatic and pump shot- 
guns a stop is provided that goes into 
the magazine preventing the insertion of 
more than one shell. which. with the shell 
in the chamber, gives the shooter two 
shots. Any law requiring a shooter to 
sacrifice the investment he has in his 
guh would be a mistake.
